SPECIAL  FEATURES 


A  Model,  Rural,  One-Room  School  will  be  conducted  under  the 
supervision  of  an  expert  in  Elementary  Education.  This  will  serve 
as  a  practical  demonstration  for  students  who  may  wish  to  do  practice 
teaching  during  the  Summer  Session. 

Two  entirely  new  courses  in  Rural  Education  will  be  offered. 
These  courses,  suggested  by  the  Florida  State  Board  of  Education  and 
the  Field  Agent  of  the  General  Education  Board,  will  consider  Special 
Problems  of  Rural  Farm  and  Home  Life,  Rural  Home;  Health  Improve- 
ment;  and  Farm  Practices  and  Related  Natural  Phenomena. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

LOCATION 

The  Florida  Normal  and  Industrial  Institute  is  located  on  King 
Street,  just  beyond  the  city  limits  of  St.  Augustine,  Florida.  The 
Palatka  branch  of  the  Florida  East  Coast  Railway  passes  by  the 
campus.  Local  Trains  stop  at  station  designated  ''College  Park"  at  the 
gate  of  the  college.  Taxis  will  bring  persons  from  any  part  of  St. 
Augustine  to  the  college  for  a  fare  of  fifteen  cents  any  time  during 
the  day,  and   for   twenty-five   cents   at  night. 

PURPOSE 

The  Summer  Session  of  the  Florida  Normal  and  Industrial  In- 
stitute offers  opportunities  for  two  types  of  work:  (1)  Courses  in  the 
Liberal  Arts  Division  leading  toward  the  degree  of  A.  B.;  (2)  courses 
in  the  Teacher-Training  Division  for  those  who  wish  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  the  Graduate 
State  Certificate.  Students  may,  therefore,  by  carefully  selecting 
courses  from  Summer  to  Summer,  earn  the  credits  necessary  for  a 
Graduate  State  Certificate  and  also  credits  that  lead  toward  a  degree. 

The  Summer  Session  is  a  part  of  the  regular  school-year.  The 
courses  offered  are  the  same  as  those  offered  during  the  Fall  and 
Spring  semesters.  The  credits  are  of  the  same  standard  as  those 
obtained  during  the  Fall  and  Spring  semesters.  Courses  are  offered 
in  all  of  the  Departments  of  the  college.  Emphasis  is  put  upon  certain 
courses  in  education  which  will  be  of  special  benefit  both  to  prospective 
teachers  and  to  teachers-in-service.

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ADMISSION 

The  requirement  for  admission  to  the  courses  leading-  to  the  Graduate 
State  Certificate  and  the  Junior  College  diploma  is  graduation  from 
an  accredited  high  school  with  fifteen  units  acceptable  for  college 
entrance  or  the  passing  of  a  standard  college  entrance  examination. 
The  credits  from  high  school  must  include  the  following: 

English    4  units 

Mathematics — (including-  elementary  alegebra)   2  units 

History 1  unit 

Science  2  units 

MAXIMUM  WORK  LOAD 

Intensive  measures  such  as  daily  class  meetings,  six  days  each 
week,  double  periods  for  classes,  frequent  reports,  on  outside  reading 
assignments  are  required.  Students  are  permitted,  therefore,  to  carry 
one-half  the  number  of  courses  carried  during  the  Fall  and  the  Spring 
Semesters.  Nine  semester-hours  will  be  considered  a  normal  student- 
load  for  the  students  of  the  Summer  Session.  Twelve  semester-hours 
will  be  the  maximum  allowed,  by  the  approval  of  the  Heads  of  the 
Departments  and  the  Dean  of  the  College,  to  exceptional  students. 

CREDIT 

Credits  are  recorded  in  semester-hours.  A  course  meeting  six 
times  per  week  during  the  Summer  Session  may  yield  three  (3) 
semester-hours  of  credit.  Two  (2)  hours  of  laboratory  work  are 
considered  as  the   equivalent  of  one    (1)   recitation  period. 

EXTENTION  OF  CERTIFICATES 

Applicants  for  extention  of  certificates  must  complete  satisfactorily 
a  minimum  of  six  (6)  semester-hours  of  work;  one-third  of  which 
may  be  in  professional  courses,  with  a  minimum  grade  of  "C". 

The  certificate  must  be  valid  at  the  close  of  the  Summer  Session, 
and  at  the  time  formal  application  for  extention  is  made. 

Courses  in  education,  and  all  others  that  apply  definitely  toward 
meeting  the  requirements  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  certifi- 
cation may  be  counted  as  professional.

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A  grade  of  "F"  in  a  course  yields  no  credit,  and  reduces  the  accumu- 
lated number  of  grade  points  by  one  (1)  for  each  semester-hour  the 
course  carries.  A  grade  of  "I"  indicates  that  the  work  is  incomplete. 
If  credit  is  desired  in  the  course,  the  work  must  be  completed  not 
later  than  the  beginning  of  Summer  Session  the  following  year. 
REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

Sixty-four  (64)  semester-hours  of  credit,  and  sixty-four  (64)  grade 
points  are  required  for  graduation  from  the  Teacher-Training  and  the 
Liberal  Arts  Division  cf  the  Junior  College  Department.  This  is  in 
addition  to  the  requirements  of  physical  education  and  orientation. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  have  earned  at  least  thirty-two 
(32)  semester-hours  and  thirty-two  grade  points  in  residence  at  the 
Florida  Normal  and  In/Iustrial  Institute.  They  must  spend  the  equiva- 
lent of  cne  school  year  of  thirty-six  weeks  on  the  campus.  Students 
of  exceptional  ability  may  meet  this  condition  by  attending  the 
Summer  Session  of  Florida  Normal  and  Industrial  Institute  three  (3) 
summer  sessions. 

EDUCATIONAL  PILGRIMAGES 

St.  Augustine  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  places  from  an  his- 
torical point  of  view  in  America.  In  1513  the  Spaniards  first  set  foot 
upon  the  land  where  in  1565  they  founded  the  city  as  the  first  permanent 
settlement  made  in  this  country  by  Europeans.  St.  Augustine  was 
for  three  hundred  years  the  military  stronghold  and  the  seat  of  the 
government  for  all  Florida.  Students  of  the  Summer  Session  will  be 
given  opportunities  to  visit  the  many  places  of  interest  in  and  around 
St.  Augustine;  some  of  which  are  as  follows:  A  beautiful  sea  wall 
at  the  edge  of  the  Plaza  which  was  commenced  by  the  Spanish  in  1690; 
Fort  Marion,  probably  the  most  interesting  military  structure  in  America; 
the  old  city  gates,  all  that  now  remains  of  the  city  wall  that  surrounded 
the  city  to  protect  it  from  the  Indians;  the  old  Spanish  cathedral;  the 
ruins  of  Fort  Mantanzas;  the  Dade  Pyramids;  the  Alligator  Farm; 
the  First  Schoolhouse;  the  Oldest  House  in  America;  the  Indian  Burial 
Grounds  and  the  Fountain  of  Youth. 

THINGS  THE  STUDENTS  SHOULD  BRING 

Students  will  be  expected  to  bring  sheets  (preferably  single  sheets 
since  the  rooms  are  furnished  with  single  beds,)  pillow  cases,  blanket 
or   quilt,   and   towels. 

ORGANIZATION    OF   CLASSES 

Classes  in  any  courses  in  the .  Summer  Session  Bulletin  will  be 
organized  in  the  event  FIVE  or  more  eligible  persons  make  application 
for  such  a  course. 

RECITATIONS 

All  classes  will  meet  six  times  each  week  during  the  Summer 
Session.  The  recitation  period  will  be  sixty  minutes  in  length.

ART 

S  101— INDUSTRIAL  ARTS— Simple  projects  in  clay,  wood,  paper, 
reed,  sewing  and  cardboard  weaving  will  worked  out.  Sand  table 
scsnes  will  be  constructed.   Credit,  two    (2)    semester-hours. 

S  102— INDUSTRIAL  ARTS— A  continuation  of  ARTS  S  101.  Cred- 
it, two  (2)  semester-hours.  A  small  fee  to  cover  the  cost  of  materials 
will  be  charged. 

EDUCATION 
^SPECIAL 

*S  215— RURAL  EDUCATION-Spocial  Problems  of  Rural  Farm  and 
Home  Life.  Designed  to  train  teachers  for  small  rural  schools  to  use 
to  full  advantage  szhool  and  community  facilities  for  improving  farm 
and  home  life. — No  prerequisities. 

*,Part   1    (Semester   Course     Rural   Home   and  Health  Improvement. 

This  course  deals  specifically  with  home  management  and  health 
piaotices  in  rural  districts  and  their  improvement.  —  Credit,  3  semester- 
hours. 

*Part  2  (Semester  Course)  Farm  Practices  and  Related  Natural 
Phenomena. 

This  course  deals  specifically  with  farm  practices  and  their  improve- 
ment through  an  understanding  of  the  natural  phenomena  in  the  rural 
environment. — Credit,   3   semester-hours. 

S  101— INTRODUCTION  TO  EDUCATION— An  elementary  course 
treating  briefly  the  organization  and  the  importance  of  public  education 
in  our  community,  state  and  national  life;  a  discussion  of  some  of  the 
more  important  present- c'ay  problems  of  education;  and,  the  scope 
of  the  public  school  system. — Credit,  3  semester-hours. 

S  202— TEACHING  OF  READING  IN  THE  ELEMENTARY 
GRADES — This  course  covers  the  outlined  course  in  reading  for  the 
elementary  grade  of  the  schools  of  the  state  of  Florida;  it  studies  the 
present  conoeption  of  children's  needs,  and  the  basic  principles  that 
govern  reading  experiences  of  children;  it  evaluates  methods  and 
materials.    Credit,  2  semester-hours. 

S  205— METHODS  OF  TEACHING  SCIENCE  IN  ELEMENTARY 
GRADES — A  study  of  the  most  modern  methods  of  teaching  the  funda- 
mental scientific  facts  to  students  of  the  elementary  grades:  the  obser- 
vation, collection  and  organization  of  materials:  frequent,  short  visits 
to  the  near-by  places  of  interest. — Credit,  2  semester-hours. 
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S  207— THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  CURRICULUM— This  course 
studies  the  prevailing-  tendencies  in  curriculum  construction  for  ele- 
mentary schools;  the  selection  of  subject  matter,  and  the  organization 
of  the  courses  of  instruction  in  elementary  schools.  Credit,  3  semester- 
hours. 

S  211— SUPERVISED  PRACTICE  TEACHING— A  course  in  ob- 
servation and  supervised  practice  teaching:  designed  primarily  for  be- 
ginning teachers  who  have  had  little  or  no  experience  in  the  class 
room:  a  critic  teacher  conducts  classes  while  the  students  observe; 
regular  conferences  are  held  with  critic  teacher  and  the  Director  of 
Teacher-training:  the  students,  after  several  weeks  of  observation  and 
frequent  conferences,  assume  charge  of  the  classes  and  conduct  the 
recitations  and  other  activities  of  the  schoolroom.  Credit,  3  semester- 
hours. 

S  214— RURAL  SCHOOL  MANAGEMENT— A  course  considering 
the  organization  and  management  of  rural  schools:  emphasis  is  placed 
upon  the  one-room  rural  school:  the  needs  of  rural  communities:  methods 
of  obtaining  the  co-operation  of  the  rural  population  with  the  efforts 
of  the  teacher,  and  the  activities  of  the  rural  school.  Credit,  3  semester- 
hours. 

ENGLISH 

S  101 — ENGLISH — A  course  in  composition  for  Freshman  students: 
the  fundamentals  of  grammar;  paragraphing;  letter-writing;  rhetoric; 
short  themes;  and  study  habits  are  emphasized.  Credit,,  3  semester- 
hours. 

S  102— ENGLISH— A  continuation  course  of  S  101— ENGLISH. 
Credit,   3   semester-hours. 

S  201— ENGLISH  LITERATURE— A  survey  course:  emphasizes  the 
history  of  English  literature  from  the  earliest  period  to  1800:  an  in- 
tensive study  of  some  of  the  best  pieces  of  English  literature.  Credit, 
3    semester-hours. 

S  202— ENGLISH  LITERATURE— A  continuation  course  of  S  201— 
ENGLISH   LITERATURE— 1800  to  1936.    Credit,  3  semester-hours. 

S  207— CHILDREN'S  LITERATURE— This  course  considers  the 
selection  and  the  appreciation  of  literature  materials  suitable  for  children 
of  the  elementary  grades:  the  interests  of  children  in  stories  and  books; 
choice  selections  of  literature  which  should  be  studied  by  children; 
and  the  place  literature  holds  in  the  life  of  the  children.  Credit,  3 
semester-hours. 

S  212— ENGLISH— A  course  in  PUBLIC  SPEAKING— A  study 
of  the  technique  of  composition  and  the  delivery  of  different  types  of 
speeches:  a  study  of  extemperaneous  and  impromptu  is  especially 
considered:    and    the    development   and   use   of   a    speaking  voice:    short 
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speeches   are   delivered   by   each   student  before   the  class   and   criticised 
by  the  instructor.   Credit,  3  semester-hours. 

GEOGRAPHY 

S  102— COLLEGE  GEOGRAPHY— Aims  to  make  a  study  of  the 
adjustments  man  has  made  to  his  environmental  conditions,  climate, 
water-forms,  mineral  deposits,  animal  and  plant  life,  economic  geogra- 
phy, and  the  regional  industrial  activities  of  the  world.  Credit,  3 
semester-hours. 

HISTORY 

S  101— MEDIEVAL  HISTORY— This  course  traces  the  historical 
development  of  European  civilization  from  the  fall  of  the  Roman 
Empire  to  the  discovery  of  the  New  World  in  1492;  and  places  stress 
upcn  the  foundations  of  modern  civilization,  the  formation  of  modern 
nations,  and  their  expansion.    Credit,  3  semester-hours. 

S  102— MODERN  EUROPEAN  HISTORY— An  introductory  course 
in  current  national  and  international  problems;  the  reshaping  of  the 
map  of  Europe;  and  modern  social  problems.  Credit,  3  semester-hours. 

S  105  —  HISTORY  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  —  Considers  the 
European  background,  reviews  the  colonial  history,  the  causes  of 
the  American  Revolution,  the  organization  of  the  American  govern- 
ment, the  present  constitution,  territorial  expansion,  and  the  Civil 
War.    Credit,  3  semester-hours. 

106— HISTORY  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  AFTER  THE  CIVIL 
WAR — This  course  considers  the  reconstruction  of  the  American  govern- 
ment after  the  Civil  War;  and  the  development  of  the  present-day 
American  democracy  with  emphasis  on  both  the  political  and  the 
industrial  problems.    Credit,  3  semester-hours. 

MATHEMATICS 

S  100— ADVANCED  ARITHMETIC  —  Review  course  as  well  as 
a  content  course  for  the  grades  of  the  elementary  and  the  gammar 
school  classes;  a  study  of  some  of  the  best  methods  of  presentation  of 
the  processes  of  arithmetic.  Credit,  3  semester-hours. 

S  101— ADVANCED  ALGEBRA— A  review  of  elementary  algebra: 
special  emphasis  on  both  intermediate  and  advanced  topics  of  quadrat- 
ics, equations  and  logarithms.  Credit,  3  semester-hours. 

S  104— SOLID  GEOMETRY— A  study  of  the  more  common  forms 
of  geometric  solids,  cylinders,  cones,  spheres,  and  polyhedrons.  Credit, 
3   semester-hours. 

S  105— PLANE  TRIGONOMETRY— A  study  of  the  trigonometric 
functions  and  equations,  with  emphasis  upon  practical  applications. 
Credit,  3  semester-hours. 
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MUSIC 

S  103— PUBLIC  SCHOOL  MUSIC— The  course  consists  of  a  study 
of  singing  of  simple  melodies.    Credit,  2   semester-hours. 

S  104— PUBLIC   SCHOOL  MUSIC— A  continuation  of  S  103;  aims 
to    prepare    the    students   to    teach   music    in   the    elementary   grades. 
Credit,  2  semester-hours. 

PSYCHOLOGY 

S  103— GENERAL  PSYCHOLOGY— This  course  is  designed  to 
study  the  human  nervous  system;  and  the  facts  and  the  processes 
of  the  functioning  of  the  human  mind,  the  sense  organs  and  the  brain. 
Credit,   3    semester-hours. 

S  106— EDUCATIONAL  PSYCHOLOGY— A  study  of  the  appli- 
cation of  the  laws  of  psychology  to  the  processes  and  the  problems 
of  learning  and  teaching.    Credit,  3  semester-hours. 

S  209— CHILD  PSYCHOLOGY— This  course  considers  the  develop- 
ment of  human  behavior  from  birth  to  the  adolescent  age;  problems 
of  conduct,  child  care,  and  training  are  studied.  Credit,  3  semester- 
hours. 

SCIENCE 

S  107— GENERAL  SCIENCE— This  is  an  introductory  course  de- 
signed to  give  the  students  (particularly  those  of  the  Teacher-training 
Division)  a  general  view  of  the  fundamental  facts  of  several  sciences. 
Credit,  3  semester-hours. 

S  101— GENERAL  BIOLOGY— A  general  course  in  the  study  of 
plant  and  animal  life;  the  development  and  adaptation  of  plants  and 
animals  to  their  environment;  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  study  of 
the  human  body.  Credit,  4  semester-hours. 

S  102— GENERAL  BIOLOGY— A  continuation  and  completion  of 
S  101— GENERAL  BIOLOGY.    Credit,  4  semester-hours. 

S  201— GENERAL  CHEMISTRY— An  introductory  course  in 
inorganic  chemistry.    Credit,  4  semester-hours. 

S  202— GENERAL  CHEMISTRY— A  continuation  of  S  201— 
GENERAL  CHEMISTRY.    Credit,  4  semester-hours. 

S  205— ELEMENTARY  SCIENCE—  A  course  in  the  methods  of 
teaching  elementary  science  in  the  elementary  grades.  Emphasis  is 
placed  upon  the  organization  of  materials  and  the  approved  methods 
of  presentation.    Credit,  3   semester-hours. 

S  105— SCIENCE  OF  HEALTH  EDUCATION— A  study  of  the 
prevention  of  diseases;  malnutrition,  fatigue,  physical  defects,  lighting 
and  ventilation  and  sanitary  control  of  buildings.  Credit,  3  semester- 
hours. 
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S  101— S  102— PHYSICAL  EDUCATION— A  study  of  field  sports, 
folk  games,  gymnastics,  swimming-,  marching,  and  drills.  Credit,  2 
semester-hours.
